Rushvilie people w ill be i uteres ted 
in the w eather prophesies of the Rev. 
Irl R. Hicks for the month of .M arch. 
The St. Louis prognosticate offers at 
diversity of conditions for the next 
thirty days as follow s: 
The first marked disturbances for 
M arch w ill be central on the 8d, 4th 
and 6th. 
These reactionary 
storms 
w ill culm inate in high tem perature 
low barometer, with rain and high 
winds on and touching the 5th, ending 
in snow storms 
over much of the 
country to the northw ard. 
About the 
7th the probabilities are that cloudy, 
threatening, 
sleety conditions 
will 
continue into the regular storm period 
following. 
A sudden high barom eter w ith quick 
and severe change to boreal winds and 
blizzardous conditions may result in 
the northern sections 
in and about 
the 5th, but a 
rapid 
reaction 
to 
W'ariner will set in about the 7th, fo l­ 
lowed by falling barom eter from w est­ 
ern extremes, ending in general storms 
of rain, sleet [and snow during the 
period'extending from the 7th to the 
12th. 
Severe boreal 
storms with a 
March cold wave need not surprise 
any one from about the 11th to the 
14th. 
The 15th to the 17th will briug a 
m arked storm period, culm inating in 
low barom eter, rising tempera ture and 
general storm conditions, ending in 
wide areas of rain and snow. 
Another 
high barom eter anti March cold wave 
may suddeenl.v slip in from the n o rth­ 
west from about the 17th to the 19th, 
but it w ill give way as suddenly as 
it comes, and the most general and 
violent storm conditions of the month 
w ill appear during the storm period 
im m ediately following. 
From the 19th to the 24th is a storm 
period that every student reasonably 
fam iliar w ith our forecasts will watch 
w ith much interest. 
The indications are 
that tropical 
etoruis aud hurricanes w ill roach the 
« ^-extreme parts of the south country, 
about the 19t.h to the 22d, notably on 
and touching the 21st. and that rain 
and high winds, turniug to snow and 
very cold for the season, will meet 
the tropical, equatorial storms from 
the northw est. 
A severe March bliz­ 
zard over much of the country no rth­ 
w ard is among the probabilities at 
this period. 
A reactionary storm period w ill be ; 
central on the 27th. 28th and 29th. At j 
this tim e the tem perature will rise j 
decidedly, the barom eter 
w ill 
fall 
progressively trom west to east, and 
general storms of rain 
and 
wind, i 
turn in g to snow in the north, will 
pass eastw ardly across the country, 
all followed by another decided rise of 
the barom eter, north westerly winds 
aud much colder.

Hartford uity. Ind., March 2.—The 
M anhattan Oil company has decided to 
buy Indiana oil again and the company 
will go into the Delaware county field 
with its pipeline at once. The oil will 
be pumped to its refinery at Welker, 
Ohio. 
Pump stations will be erected 
at Parker, Selma and Albany, which, 
with the company’s pump station in 
this county, will be able to take a large 
amount of production. The M anhattan 
now has storage tanks in Indiana of 
he capacity of 100,000 barrels and will 
increase it to 200.000. The refinery at 
W elker has a capacity of 30,000 barrels 
a day. 
Work on the pipelines and 
pumping stations will begin this week 
and lively competition in the field is 
expected this spring, 
h *. one time the 
M anhattan and Ci dahy oil companies 
bought oil in Indiana, hut were ab­ 
sorbed by the Standard and there has 
not been a competitor in the Indiana 
field to the Standard which would set 
the price for crude.

Western Electricia n Giv es a Go o d 


Descriptio n o f the Tra ctio n 


Telepho ne Sy stem. 


In treating the wires and poles used 
on the I. & C.t the Western Elec­ 
trician says: 
The high-tension transm ission lines 
are composed of No. 4 bare copper 
wire. 
A single-phase circuit leads to 
each transform er station. 
The high- 
tension wires are supported on large 
porcelain insulators, held by iron pins 
to strongly constructed 
cross-arms, 
m ounted upon a separate line of poles 
which are set near the edge of the 
right-of-way. 
Along the private right-of-w ay the 
trolley wire is suspended from jades 
set in "the center of the grade 100 feet 
apart, with a bracket made of angle 
iron looped at the end so as to carry a 
large 
insulator, from the top of 
which is run a seven-sixteenth-inch 
steel strand .cable or messenger wire. 
The trolley is formed of No. 000 cop­ 
per wire and is carried eight inches 
under the messenger cable to which 
is attached every 10 feet w ith specially 
made steel clamps. 
This form of con­ 
struction is known as the catenary 
suspension. 
The steel messenger c a ­ 
ble is draw n tight. 
The insnlators 
are large and strong, and even if one 
is broken the steel cable would remain 
suspended from the top of the bracket. 
As the trolley is attached to the steel 
cable every 10 feet, breaks w ill seldom 
occur, and, even of one should take 
place, not more than 10 feet of trolley 
wire would be loose. 
The catenary 
construction 
provides 
a practically 
level trolley w ith no sudden bends at 
the insulators, such as is often found 
w ith the ^ordinary suspension. 
This 
point is of }>articular advantage in 
high-speed service. 
The trolley wire 
is suspended 18 feet above the track. 
Where the tracks are in the streets. 
the"polos are set on :mj sides ot the 
streets and the trolley suspended from 
span wires. 
Otherwise, the construc­ 
tion is the same as along the private 
right-of-wav. 
The entire system is provided w ith 
two m etallic circuit telephone lines, 
one of which is reserved exclusively 
for the train dispatcher; the 
other 
line is intended for general company 
business. 
Each car carries a telephone, 
so tliat comm unication can be had 
with the train dispatcher at intervals 
of 2000 feet. 
Telephone 
wires 
are 
carried on porcelain 
insulators 
on 
cross-arms near the tops of the trolley 
poles. 
The wires are transposed every 
500 feet in order to avoid disturbance 
by the current in tlie transm ission 
lines. 
The poles are all of selected w hite 
cedar—those for the center trolley con­ 
struction are 40 feet ’oug w ith seven- 
inch tops. 
The side 
poles for the 
high tension lines are 35 feet long 
w ith seven-inch tops. 
All are set six 
feet in the ground aud are carefully 
tamped. 
Thirty-foot poles are used 
for the streets in the cities where there 
are no feed wires and the poles are 
used only to support the span w ires; 
while on the other side, where the 
high-tension lines run, the poles vary 
iu height trom 40 feet to 00 feet so a* 
to carrv the transm ission lines above 
the shade trees. 
All the side poles 
along the streets arc neatly shaved 
and ^tainted amUare set in concrete. 
The tall 60-foot poles arc of Idaho 
cedar, beautiful, smooth and straight 
as if turned in a lathe.

W ashington. March 2.—The house 
last 
night 
passed 
the 
general 
de­ 
ficiency bill, the last of the great sup­ 
ply measures to be acted on during 
this congress. 
The total amount car­ 
ried is I3L224.079. 
The temper of the house regarding 
the 8wayne impeachment verdict was 
shown when amendments were attach­ 
ed to the bill restricting the |10 a day 
limit for expen *s of United States 
Judges so that expenditures above 
$ 3 
a day shall be certified on proper 
vouchers, with the further proviso that 
In case a judge presents a false claim 
for expenses he shall be fined not less 
than $ 100 and imprisoned 
for 
not 
fewer than ten days. 
In committee of the whole an appro­ 
priation ot $ 190,000 was voted for 
mileage of senators and members for 
attending the second session of the 
present congress, a’xiut the legality 
of which some question was raised. 
The conference report on the military 
academy bill was adopted and other 
appropriation bills passed by the sen 
ate were sent to conference. 
The senate considered and passed 
three supply bills, aggregating an ap­ 
propriation of more than $ 357,000,000. 
and at nignt took up a fourth bill car 
rying more than $ 07,000,000. 
The ap 
pmpriation 
measures passed 
were. 
The postoffice bill, carrying $ 181.520. 
843; the pension bill, carrying $ 138. 
000.000, and the river and harbor bill, 
carrying in immediate appropriations 
and continuing contracts $ 18,350.890. 
The senate also agreed to conference 
reports on the military academy and 
the agricultural department appropria­ 
tion bills. 
The Philippines import 
tariff bill was passed and also several 
bills of minor importance.

Stanford, is dead at the Moar.a hote. 
here, under suspicious circumstances 
pointing, in the opinion ot the physi­ 
cian who attended her in her dying 
hour and seemingly in that of others, 
to poisoning by the administration of 
strychnine in a vial of bicarbonate 
of soda 
Mrs Stanford was taken sud 
deuly at and tiled in convulsions forty 
minutes later. 
Mrs. Stanford herself 
when found by a guest of the hotel 
who had heard her groaning in her j 
agony and suffering from convulsions, j 
declared. “I have been poisoned.” and 
her last words were: 
’’This is a hor­ 
rible death to die.” 
The physicians say that between 
convulsions 
Mrs. Stanford 
repeated 
the assertion that she had been jxii 
soned and said it was the second time 
the attempt had been made, the first 
time being in January at her San Fran 
Cisco home, and that it was this at­ 
tempt that caused her to come to Hon­ 
olulu. 
An autopsy on the remains showed 
the cause of death was tetanus of the 
respiratory organs, but how this was 
brought about will not be known until 
after an examination of the contents 
of the stomach.
